Every member of the heave mort well keow that the privileges of Par- 
amwent were poserssed by it an 2 high public trost, whieh that heute 
weald not ennececsarily interfere with, Although they were from dey 
te day chatting their eves to breaches of privilege bo clear that there 
could exist ne dealt about their character, they might see we pablic ad- 
vantege likely te arise, bel they might saticipate moch peblic disad+au- 
Tage ax probable to result, from dealing tee strictly with these privi- 
leges : bet this voluotery indulgence ea the part ef Parliament could net 
alter the eatare of that effeace which was a breach of privilege. The 
howe ne dowbt eoald be dicpesed piweys te clew each cares with great 
cantion sed deliveration, and te consider metareiy of tbe Graces and 
weceenty of (aking eetice, or of passing ever matress of this descripti- 
ee. Ne obstruct epinices as to the practer of the hease, however, ia 
this partiesior, theald lead members into 0 dieregerd and negiect of 
these privileges. 

The Merges of LONDONDERRY, efter what had fallen from the 
Chair, eovld net docks tha: these passages contained 2 breach of privi- 
lege. He kaow it had bere vere aseel, whee matters of this east were 
robmuted fo the hewer, (9 adpouse their comeederstivn (ore day or iwe ;

Lord BINNING could pot allow thet resolution te be reed withent- 
calling for the whole of the letter, whieh he had wet yet beard.

‘The order for the 
atiendance of Mr. Aboreromby might be made forthwith, and the questi- 
on of priviiege adjourned uatll e future day. ' 

Mr. BROUGHAM conld not aveid cansidering the publication 
clearly a breach of ptlvilege. Tacidental tp the main question was eno- 
ther marier introduced by the hen. mov'r—the chance of « personal 
altercation. The point te be dealt with by the bonse-now, was the 
breach of privilege ¢ and the loridental meatier was te be regirded as an 
lndacement to the house te treat the questiow of privilege with ol! poss! 
bie despatch. There wasn material difference between this case and 
the charge agelnst Mr, Hobhonse: thet wes, general direwssion; it 
might be « breach of privilege; it wee andoubtedly extremely indeco- 
rous and bighly to be resented ; bat it did pot emeoant to so immediate 
and direct an ect of obstruction. This wes e direct and not a exnstrne- 
tive ebstrnesion, net of any number of members, bat of a siegle mem- 
ber, Constractively snd remotely, oll libels might be considered as ob- 
stractions of members, There was, however, @ great difference as te 
the urgency of the one case and of the ather ; the one was merely of a 
geaere! and couseqneniial natere, the elber was 8 personal atiack apon 
a member jo the discharge of his duty, Prom the posibie, Wf wot pro- 
beble peril of the party, there was here a paramonnt necessjiy to proceed 
withont delay to declare in the fret instance, thet tbe publication was 
& breach of privilege ; and in the megt, to take the prevemtive siep te 
avoid disastronsreanlio It had been eaid that the honee was ip the ba- 
bit ef calling apon members to give their donour, whens personel dis, 
pate ofeurred, and that was done without coming fo any vete at 
a!l; bnt this case was not atall in peint; for there the offence was com- 
mitted in the face of the honse—it was like preeeeding on a view ; the 
hone had heard the words spoken, and instantly gave its jadgment re. 
garding them, Inone case an hon, member had overheard words be- 
tween (wo other members in the lobby : be repeated those words in the 
honse asa ground for calling upon the members to pledge their honour 
that they would proceed no farther, and the ‘house did so call open 
them. Roth members were then within the jurisdiction of the Honse, 
and neither could complain of any partiality ta its decision, Bat let the 
honse look at the situation of bis bon. and learned friend, against whom 
(lor against Wie it mast be held to be) this motion wasmade. Was not 
the house, in mere jaatice to bim, bewnd to proceed as tl “hy poruble 
fowards bia In vindldating Ite privileges? or was it in at instsece 
before it acted npon the breach of privilege before it tack ome step 
aguinst the wrong door—-to call apon him te attend in bis plece, and to 
pledge his honour? Nothing bet the apprehension of the most im- 
mediate mischief contd justify ewch a mode of proceeding a8 requiring 
amember to attend in his place forthwith. Teset inthis manner 
was not to deal justly by both parties. The honee, he contended, 
ought fest to pronounces apon the breach of privilege, and then, as 
an nlievior measure, require theattendance ef the hon. member, He 
entertained a strong opinion beth ae te the urgency of the case, and 
ef the necessity that something like @ enenimons opinion of the hoove 
shold go forth to the public, fer We ether parpere than to show its 
firm determination, end with a strong bend te pot down a sysrem whieh 
went to the very roots, and would destroy every vestize of privilege. He 
hoped that there was net a shadow of growed fer the comparizan between 
the worst, the grossest, the mest indecent atierk apen the house in its 
corporate capacity, apd an eiteck apon an ladividual member, singled 
ont by twe persone whose names had been brought ender consideration 
Men might go on fairly and boldly discharging their duty i Pertiament 
in spite efany general hostility; bat if particular members were to be 
picked out and selected because they gave offence ta certain parties in 
the course of the discharge of their pablic eroestions, he wand wet say 
that they could proceed quite fearlessly, or at least as steadily aud fear. 
lessly in any case, mach lesa in ene like, that of his hea, and learned 
friend. 

Mr. C. WYNN folly concarred im all that bad just fallen from the 
honeurable gentioman, Among the most sacred and important duties 
whieh the house owed net only to iteel/, but to the conetry, wes that of 
preventing, by every méans in its power, by every exertion of ite enther- 
ity, the practice of making members responsible for words epoten 
within ite walls, The suggestion ho hed made was lntended to sare 
time ; and if there were any objection to it, he shonld have ge objection 
tw withdraw bie motion,” Tiet cobtee, in a case like the present, wae 
the beet whieh met with the meit general conecdrrenee.

MEMORIAL OF SCOTCH BREWERS.

The pleasure in the firet case te of no contingence, it 
preveats our reason and reftection, and may be immediately fol- 
lowed by « seoret grief te see cur neighbour's honour blasted, 
IC it doce not conse immediately, it is a sigg. that we are net 
displeased with the ill-matere of the satiziet, bai are glad to see 
bien defame bis coomy by all kieds eof steries,; and then we 
deserve the panishment to which the writer of the libel is eubject, 
It ie an wnecotesied maxim, that they whe appreve as ection 
would cortalaly de lt if they could; that’ je, if seme reasen of

are dictated by a view of advantage from them to the writer, I 
think it proper to add that my concern as a planter will probably 
terminate this season, hefore any benefit conld acerue to me from 
any regulations founded on these views. Wf these sucresitions 
shall prompt any arrangement fer the benefit of the trade, aad of 
the country, it is all that I can expect or desire.”
